COOK TELLS HIS 
OWN STORY OF 
DEATH FIGHT 


Insists Bradway Hit 


| Him First ; ‘Used Knife 


in Self-Defense.’

J. Norman Cook took the witness 
stand in his own defense yesterday aft- 
ernoon in Judge Kersten’s court. 

The burden of his story was that he 
had stabbed William E. Bradway in 
self-defense on the steps of the Brad- 
way home at 2819 Indiana avenue, Aug. 
29 last, after Bradway had attacked 
him. 

In. order, however, to leave no loop: 
hole by which the state could convict 
him of the charge of murder, Cook 
stimulated the sentimental appeal in 
his case by showing that his only mo- 
tive in seeking Bradway that night 
was to make the world safe for Norma 
Cook, his 18 year old daughter, with 
whom Bradway, a man of middle age, 
was deeply infatuated. 


Claims Knife Did Not L:ill. 


He had heard, he said, through an 

anonymous telephone call, that Norma 
had been seen in a machine in front of 
the Bradway home at night, and that 
she had entered the house with Bradway 
wheh the lights were out. This, and 
the fact that Bradway lured the girl 
away from school, took her out at night 
among the bright lights of the town, 
won her heart away from her father, 
followed her to Kansas, wrote her let- 
te.. of love— all combined in the plea 
of justifiable homicide, even though 
Cook had no intent to kill when he 
went to the Bradway home and lay in 
wait for the manufacturer. 
. . In order to bring a third element of 
doubt in the case and make the ac- 
quittal of Cook a sure thing, Attorney 
Everett Jennings, Cook’s counsel, said 
that he would prove that the knife 
wound inflictei by Cook did not kill 
Bradway, but that veath was near 
from a complication of diseases. 

The case probably will be finished by 
tonight. It should be in the hands of 
the jury by tomorrow morning. 


H~ tile Towards Prosecutor. 


Cook’s sppearance on the. witness 
stand did not change any material as- 
pect of the case. For his own attorney 
he was a quick and ready witness, 
‘vcluble, assured, his memory excel- 
lent. 

For the state he was hostile. He ap- 
peared to resent the effort of tie prose- 
cutor to pick’ holes in his story. His 
memory failed him completely. He 
could not recall what he had done with 
the knife with which he had stabbed 
Bradway. He could not remember 
what names he had used in traveling 
through the west. He could not recall 
where he had worked. 

He was distinctly hostile. His eyes 
—the brown eyes of Norma—hardened 
and shifted and at times had a wild 
glare. He lost his grasp on things for 
a few minutes, contenting himself with 
short, negative answers. 

‘‘Let him go ahead,” he said, when 
his attorney sought to stop the prose- 
cutor from “ barking” at the witness. 

It was all over, so far as Cook was 
concerned, when he had told his story 
in his own way. In cross examination 
this morning the state may change the 
aspect of things a little.

Charles E. Chadsey of Detroit was 
elected superintendent of Chicago 
schools yesterday by a board of educa- 
tion vote of 1’ to 4. Acting Superin. 
tendent Peter A. Mortenson was ap- 
pointed to the newly created office of 
associate superintendent at a salary 
of $12,000. He pledged undivided loy- 
alty to the new administration in ac. 
cepting the post. 

The $18,000 annual salary recom- 
mended for the new superintendent 
will be voted on at a special meeting

It is said by 
Supreme Court Justice Cohalan’s 
friends that he “ pestered” Mr. Wilson 
and that was the reason the president 
refused to attend the conference until 
Cohalan withdrew, but other persons 
say that the reasons are deeper ani 
more serious than that. 

Justice Cohalan induced Homer 
Cummings, the new Democratic na- 
tional committee chairman, to send 
two representatives to see the presi- 
dent at Washington in Ireland’s in- 
terest. He also told Mr. Cummings 
that if Ireland was ieft out when seif- 
determination was granted to small 
nations, the Democratic party in the 
United States “ might as well ciose its 
house.” 

Opposed Wilson in 1916. 

Mr. Cohalan was active in the 
“American independence conference” 
which in 1916 opposed the reélection 
of President Wilson, and he refused 
in March, 1917, to sign a pledge sup- 
porting. the president “in protecting 
American rights against un.awful viv- 
jience on sea and land.” 

In September, 1917, the committee on 
pubiic information published as one 
uf tne Von Ige! papers a communica- 
tion signed in cipher addressed to 
Count von Bernstorff, dated Aprii 17, 
1916, beginning: “ Judge Cohalan re- 
quests the transmission of the follow- 
ing remmarks: The revolution in Ire-

.and wiil be able to suppress it, even

Reject Spartacus Plan. 

At a plenary session the Greater Ber- 
lin Soviets have rejected a Spartacus 
resolution aimed at the Majority So- 
cialists and the government and de- 
clared instead that the strike has been 
aimed at the government only because 
the demands made by the workingmen. 
have not been met satisfactorily. 

The Vorwaerts, the Socialist organ, 
States it believes an understanding will 
be reached in the course of the day 
and that the oniy malcontents then 
will be “ street terrorists whose oppor- 
tunities to plunder, rob, and murder 
have been spoiled.” 


Strikers’ Arrest Ordered. 

Gustav Noske, minister of defense, 
has ordered the troops to arrest all 
strikers or leaders of the strikers who 
are guilty of rioting or intimidating 
workmen. 

Food shops were stormed today by 
housewives who were laying in a 
week's supply of provisions in anticipa- 
ticn of a spread of the strike. Bake 
shops and meat markets were sold out 
before 10 o'clock. Private vehic’es of 
all descriptions are--being converted 
into improvised busses and are plying 
a lucrative business in the absence of 
surface and subway service. 


Plan to Seize Koenigsberg. 


The Spartacans have inaugurated a 
movement to seize Koenigsberg, Past 
Prussia, and open communications 
with Moscow so that bolshevik armies 
from Russia may move to the assist- 
ance of the Spartacan forces, accord- 
ing to an official government bulletin 
today.

CANADIANS SENT 
TO SLAUGHTER TO 
GLORIFY CHIEFS 


TORONTO, March Canada 
has been stirred by charges made in 
the house of commons by Sir Sam 
Hughes, former minister of militia, 
that officers commanding the domin- 
ion’s forces in France had needlessly 
sacrificed the lives of their men in 
order to advance themselves. 

Although his allegations were as 
sumed to refer to Sir Arthur Currie, 
commander in chief of the Canadian 
forces, there is apparent tonight a 
strong inclination in many quarters 
to disagree with him.

Wilson Reduces Long 
Terms; One Man Is 
Pardoned. 


(BY A STAFF CORRESPONDENT.) | 

Washington, D. C., March 5.—([Spe- 
cial.}—Fifty-three cases in which com- 
mutation’ of sentence for violation of 
the espionage act was recommended 
by the attorney general were approved 
by President Wilson before he sailed 
for France. Terms of imprisonment 
ranging from ten to twenty years were 
reduced to terms of three years or 
less. 

“Only one pardon was granted, and 
in only one case was a term of impris- | 
onment commuted by the imposition of 
a fine. There were three ministers and 
two Socialists in the list. 

Unduly harsh sentences will be cor- 
rected from time to time through ex- 
ecutive clemency by President Wilson, 
it was announced. In many of the

sentences not commensurate with their 
offenses. 


From Twenty to Two Years. 

The sentence of Charles Bernal of 
Michigan, convicted of urging young 
men not to enlist in the*navy, was 
commuted from twenty years and 
$10,000 fine to two years, of which he 
has now only about one year to serve. 

Fritz Bisdorf of Ohio, a naturalized 
citizen of German birth, convicted of 
uttering violently anti-American sentl- 
ments, also received a commutation 
of sentence from twenty to two years. 
Clarence H. Waldron of Vermont, a 
minister, sentenced to fifteen years, of 
which he has served one year, for 
preaching against the war, will be re- 
leased April 1, and Harold Mackley of 
Vermont and William Bago of Ohio, 
sentenced to fifteen years, will serve 
respectively three years and one year. 


Doubt as to Motive. — 

The terms of Amos Linden Hitchcock 
and Paul Boscoe of West Virginia were 
reduced from ten years to two years, 
and Theodore Buesse!, a minister, con- 
victed of preaching anti-American, ser- 
mons and sentenced to ten years, of 
which he has served less than a year, 
will be released Apri!

Buessel maintained that his attitude 
was that of a Christian pacifist and the 
commutation was granted on the 
ground that a doubt existed as to his 
real motives. Hitchcock, a well known 
Socialist and a member of the school 
board of Cleveland, O., was convicted 
for having denounced the war and the 
draft.

Goldstein was convicted of having in- 
serted in his moving picture “The 
Spirit of °76,” after it was shown in 
Chicago, several scenes viciously anti- 
American and anti-English in char- 
acter. 


Pardon for Krafft. 


Frederick. Krafft of New Jersey, a 
prominent Socialist, sentenced to five 
years, was the only man pardoned. In 


contended he opposed the war and de- 
nounced the draft, Krafft, on the con- 
trary, maintaining that he had uttered 
sentiments exactly the reverse of those 
attributed to him. 

The sentence of Ernest Meier of 
Iowa, an aged farmer, convicted of op- 
posing the draft, was commuted to a 
fine of $250.

“We realize a serious situation ex- 
‘ists and from now on we are going to 
‘work outside the limelight,” the chief 
said. “The situation is a delicate one.

talk.” 
Sensations Pending. 

Rumors of impending sensational 
‘developments gained headway with 
the “dropping from sight” of First 
Deputy Chief Alcock and several mem. 
: bers of the “ bolshevik squad.” Their 
whereabouts were cloaked with mys- 
tery, a general denial being made as 
to knowledge of their whereabouts.

Explosive Thefts Explained. 

New information was also received 
concerning the theft of high explo 
sives from the Altna Powder company 
at Aetna, Ind. Three I. W. W., two 
of them Austrians, it was learned, ob- 
tained employment there prior to the 
federal building bomb explosion and 
carried on systematic thievery. 

“Two of these men worked in the 
‘wringing’ department—where im- 
purities were extracted from nitro- 
glycerin—and almost daily went out 
to the railroad tracks to eat their 
lunch from dinner pails,” the informa- 
tion ran. “At the tracks they would 
switch the dinner pail they had carried 
from the plant, laden with stolen 
nitro, for one which had been ‘ plant- 
ed’ near the tracks. They also car- 
ried out explosives in the fingers of 
their rubber gloves. It i8 now be- 
lieved some of this explosive went into 
the federal building. All of the men 
disappeared from the plant some time 
ago, and it was after they had left that 
their identity was learned.” 

Police Guard Continued. 

At the federal building the police 
guard was continued and heavy forces 
were watching over the war depart- 
ment headquarters, the city hall, and 
ths Chicago and Union League clubs, 
named as being marked by the bomb 
plotters. 

A report circulated in “I. W. W. 
lane,” on West Adams street, in the 
“bolshevik district,” that two of the 
four T. N. T. bombs known to have 
been made by the plotters had been 
found by the police met guarded denial 
from the authorities. 

No Bombs Found. 


“So far as we know,” one police of- 


was murdered, failed to reveal his 
whereabouts yesterday. Whether

Bruno is known to have given valua- 
ble information to the police.

About 5 o'clock every week ‘day 
night approximately 50,000 stockyards 
employés quit work and have to be 
carried homeward by the Ashland ave- 
nue surface car line.

AMERICA AND PEACE MEASURES. 

The president’s parting address at New York 
contains much with which. THE TRIBUNE and other 
critics of the Paris covenant will freely and heartily 
agree. Thére is no such failure as he is disposed 
to think, on our part, to realize the deep and wide- 
spread demand for a better international organiza- 
tion. There is no lack on our part of sympathy 
for the ideal of a league of nations. We are as 
sincérely determined opponents of the waste and 
cruelty of war, we are as anxious to find means 
of avoiding the afbitrament of foree and of sub- 
stitnting for it as far as possible more humane 
and reasonable modes of adjusting international 
differences jas Mr. Wilson or Mr. Taft. 

But that does not commit us to any or every 
sed, nor on the other hand does 


only an lible mind would be justified in ex- 
pecting. 

The president is right when he says a majority 
of the American people favor a league of nations, if 


we accept that phrase as meaning any practical 
project for bringing the nations together for the 
avoidance of war. We can go farther than that 
and say the American people are virtually unani- 
mous in this. But we are confident the nation 
has no to embark upon any experiment in 
internationalism which imperils our own security 
or restricts without substantial compensation and 
clearly adequate safeguards our freedom to control 
our owh destiny. . 

Mr. Wilson has brought back as the first fruits 
of the peace tonferehee a covenaht presented by 
the farsighted and patriotic statesmen of Great 
Britain, which he asks us to adopt without change, 
although it commits us to an epoch taking de- 
parture fr our historic policy and to world- 
wide responsibilities. We observe at the same time 
that the authors of this covenant have not failed 
in advance to secure the essential factor of their 
own national interest, the continued primacy of 
Great Britain on the sea. We do not quarrél with 
this wise and patriotic action, recognizing it to be 
the essential. duty of the representativés of the 
British empire and to be founded on a practical 
recognition of the vital ifiterests of that friendly 
power. 

But at the same time we insist that while the 
statesmen of the associated powers at Paris are 
securing the essential and peculiar interests of 
their own peoples, it is the business of our repre- 
sentatives to do the same. The altruism, the self- 
abnegation, the world service should not be all 
upon our side. Great Britain not only formulates 
the Paris covenant, but if it is adopted she will 
emerge from the conference master of the great 
sea thoroughfares of the world, with her primacy 
unimpaired and in the last analysis almost unlim- 


ited. Whereas we find Mr. Wilson urging upon} 


us a contract which leaves to implication essential 
considerations of our own security and welfare. 
We have no stomach for such a course and in-

We shall be 
very foolish to leave such elements of our policy 
as the Monroe doctrine or control of immigration to 
inference or the interpretation of any international 
executive or court. Indeed, peace does not lie that 
way, but war. 

The Paris covetiant has much to commend it, 
and with proper amendment may lay the founda- 
tions of international codperation and accord for 
which we are all anxiously hoping.

WAR PROHIBITION. 

The Anti-Saloon league is out for a special ses- 
sion of congress to pass legislation nécessary to 
effectuate the war prohibition act which was due 
to operate after July 1. 

Devotion to the fight against the liquor traffic 
seems to be blinding the league to other considera- 
tions which fair men ought not to ignore. The 
prohibition of July 1 was a wartimé measure en- 
acted as such upon the assumption that war would 
continue afid that special circumstances incident 
to a state of war justified its enactment. Conserva- 
tion of grain and energy, protection of soldiers and 
sailors in this country, military discipline, were | 
all considered and brought support for the meas- 
ure it would not otherwise have won.

WHAT 18 THE MONROE DOCTRINE? 
{From the Daily News.] 

Presidént Wilson assures the senate and the nation 
that the proposed constitution of the league of na- 
tions ih nowise impérils the Monroe doctrine, but, 
on the contrary, extends, strengthens, and revivifies 
it.

HEALTH OF FOREIGN BORN. 


(Continued.) 

TALIANS—In 1910 there were 472,000 

persons of Italian stock in New York 

state. The death rate of Italian 
k males was 12.8, as contrasted with 
18.8 per native stock, but the rate for 
females of native stock was somewhat 
better than that of the Italians. The 
Italians suffer very heavily from pneu- 
monia, their rate being twice that of 
Americans. Italian born men afe not 
very susceptible to consumption, but the 
women are.’ The déath rate from acol- 
derits and violence among Italians is 


high. All in all, Italians, from the stand-. 


point of health, are good stock, They 
do not serve to increase our sickness and 
death rates. 

GERMANS~—In 1910 there were 436,- 
874 persons born in Germany or whose 
parents were born in Germany who were 
then Iiving in New York state. Their 
death rate was about 4 points higher 
than that of the natives—17.9, as corfii- 
pared with 18.8. A corsiderable part of 
this poor showing was due to consump- 
tion. They also suffef unduly from 
pneumonia. They also suffer dispropor- 
tionately from heart disease, Bright's 
disease, cancer, and suicide. 

IRISH—In 1910 there were 367,877 per- 
sons of Irish birth in New York staté. 
The death rate among the Irish born, ac- 
‘cording to Dublin, is almost twice that 
of the native stock. There are very few 


Irish born persons in this country under . 


21 years of age. Therefore we should 
disregard the comparative death rates of 
the young. This is almost, though not 
quite, as true of other nationalities. The 
statement is made that the Irish death 
rate in this country is almost twice that 
of the Irish in Ireland. The Irish in 
America suffer heavily from consump- 
tion, pneumonia, heart disease, Bright's 
disease, apoplexy, paralysis, and acci- 
dents. 

AUSTRO-HUNGARIANS — 1910 
there were 341,846 Austro-Hungarians in 
New York state. The stocks classed as 
Austro-Hungarian are as numerous and 
dissimilar in this country as they are in 
the old. The death rate of the Austro- 
Hungarians was slightly higher than 
that of the natives. The records show 
that Austro-Hungarians in the United 
States are healthier than Austro-Hun- 
farians in the old country. In this coun- 
try their death rates from accidents and 
suicide are high. Likewise the rates of 
cancer and Bright's disease. 

ENGLISH, SCOTCH, AND WELSH— 
In 1910 there were 193,359 of these stocks 
in New York state. Their death rate 
was about 3 points above that of the na- 
tives, being 16.6, as compared with 13.8. 
The mortality rates among the English, 
Scotch, and Welsh in their own country 
is about the lowest in Europe, but when 
they come over here they do not do so 
well. With us they suffer unduly from 
pneumonia and cancer. Heart disease

Chicago, March 1.—{ditor of The Trid- 
une.}—The constitution of the proposed 
league of nations, article X., states Im 


effect that the league «i!! undertake t 
Preserve the territertal tntegrity and 
political independence of all members 


of the lexgue. 

For illustration: In the event of Japan 
ihreatening the sovereignty of China, 
diplomatic adjustment having failed, the 
United States would be pledged, if 8 
deinanded by the executive council, @ 
coerce Japan by scmhing at her econom> 
ic power; and if Japan be not then sub 
dued, to oppose her by joint naval 
milftary power. The American people 
wou never consent to this. 

On the o'her hand, should a revolution 
occur in Mexico and Wurepean interests 
thereby be menaced, the United States 
would not censent to allow France oF 
Engiand or any other nation to interfere, 
The Monroe doctrine must continue 
be, as in the past, an essential polle7 
of our country. The Monroe doctrine 
must not be abrogated. 

Therefore an amendment s>euld be 
made to the covenant of Paris te the ef 
fect that the United States specifically 
reserves the right to protect the terrh 
torial integrity of the western hemi 
sphere, preserving for all time the Mom 
roe doctrine. Let the larger Europes 
nations of the league police Burope 
the Asiatic nations police Asia; and let 
the league so provide. 

The power to use the armed forces o 
the United States is vested solely in the 
control of congress; and the transfers 
ring of such power to the leagua would 
constitute a direct repudiation of 
constitution of the United States.

ABOUT NEW FISH LAWS. 

'T is expected that the present ses- 
sion of the Illinois legislature will 
revise the fish and game laws, and 
many. sportsmen are wondering 

how far it will go in its tinkering. 
Perhaps the point that interests most 
of us is whether there will be a closed 
season on black bass. Under present 


lTeonditions Jllinois is the only northern 
state that does not protect black bass! 


during the spawning season, Indiana 
going a little further than we do by 
closing the spawning beds until July 1. 

The former fish and game adminis- 
tration maintained that with a reason- 


up our bass supply in spite of a year 
around open season. However, it 
never got the hatcheries up to the 
point where its dream was realized— 
and fishing has been getting poorer 
right along. It is true that with nor- 
mal Illinois spring weather compara- 
tively few fish are caught very early, 
but those few are capable of adding 
greatly to our fish population if left 
alone a few more weeks. 

Practically all anglers are agreed 
that this state needs not only a closed 
season on black bass but a daily limit 
of ten or twelve fish and a size limit of 
ten inches as well. These laws, work- 
ing with our new hatchery at Spring 
Grove, would do much toward bringing 
Ashing back to what “it used to was.”
